REMARKS 


During the week endiiig the 18th January, 
1947 iu British India (excluding Bengal Pre- 
sidency) and in the Indian States shown in 
this statement, the total number of deaths re- 
corded in 188 towns having a population of 
30,000 and over was 7.613. The midyear 
estimated population of these towns was 
21,072,543 and, the death rate was 18.8 per 
thousand of the population. Births in the 
same towns numbered 13,330 giving a. birth rate 
of 32.9 per thousand of the population. In 
British India alone the corresponding birth and 
death rates were 33,2 and 18.9, respectively. 

(A) British India . — In British India, there 
was no town which had a high death rate of 
50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 174 towns in British India there were 
42 deaths from small-pox and 47 deaths from 
plague. Cholera was absent during the week. 

New Delhi (India) ; 


Of the deaths from small-pox Ajmer recorded 
10 ; Delhi 8 ; Jhang-Maghiana 5 ; Satara 4 ; 
Panipat, Lahore, Chiniot, Nagpur and Hyder 
abad 2 each; Ambala, Lyalipur, Multan, Bom- 
bay and Beawar one each. Of the deaths from 
plague Benares recorded 18 ; Vellore 10 ; 
Gorakhpur, Poona and Pandharpur 3 each ; 
Balara and Coimbatore 2 each ; Ambala, 
Cawnpore, Jaunpore, Mmzaffailnagar, Chapra 
and Bijapur on* each. 

(B) Amongst the Indian states shown in this 
statement, there was no town which had a high 
death rate of 50 or over per thousand the 
population. 

In 14 towns of the Indian States there Were 
9 deaths from plague of which 6 were recorded 
in Mysore City and 3 in Bangajjore City. 
Cholera and small-pox were absent- during the 
week. 
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
